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REPORT 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of 

Pennsylvania : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  act  of  March  16,  1832,  I  hereby 
submit  my  report  of  the  operations  of  this  Department,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  November  30,  1810. 

It  is  to  me  a  source  of  pride  to  be  enabled  to  give  so  gratifying  an  ex¬ 
hibit  of  our  State  finances.  Our  receipts  are  far  in  excess  of  that  of  any 
other  year;  the  reduction  of  our  State  debt  has  been  larger  than  ever  be¬ 
fore,  and  our  credit,  as  attested  by  the  price  of  our  bonds  in  the  market, 
stands  higher  than  at  any  time  since  the  creation  of  our  public  debt. 
Whilst  this  has  been  accomplished,  the  direct  tax  upon  the  people  has  been 
so  reduced  as  to  render  the  burden  almost  imperceptible,  only  about  the 
one-ninth  of  all  our  receipts  being  derived  from  a  direct  taxation  of  the 
people,  the  balance  being  derived  from  tax  on  corporations,  sales  of  pub¬ 
lic  property,  licenses,  collateral  inheritance  tax,  &c.

That  you  may  the  better  appreciate  the  real  wealth  and  growth  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  to  at  least  modify  the  clamor  that  has  been  so  general 
and  so  violent  against  the  corporations  of  our  State,  I  call  your  attention 
to  a  comparative  statement  of  our  receipts  for  the  years  1859,  1860,  1869 
and  1870. 
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The  expenditures  for  the  year,  you  will  observe,  are  largely  in  excess  of 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  but  as  this  increased  expenditure  was  mainly 
for  the  redemption  of  the  public  debt,  I  presume  no  explanation  need  be 
made  so  far  as  that  portion  is  concerned.  The  increase  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  eighty-eight 
cents  is  owing  to  increased  expenditures  for  charitable  institutions,  re¬ 
funded  taxes  and  premiums  on  gold  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  in¬ 
terest  on  a  portion  of  the  public  debt. 

During  the  year  1869  it  was  the  custom  to  refuse  payment  of  school  war¬ 
rants  issued  to  those  counties  that  were  in  arrears  for  State  tax.  What¬ 
ever  of  justice  there  might  be  in  the  Legislature  requiring  such  action,  I 
did  not  feel  at  liberty,  without  warrant  of  law,  to  refuse  payment  of  what 
the  Legislature  had  generously  and  wisely  appropriated  for  that  purpose  ; 
consequently  whilst  in  the  one  year  the  amount  paid  is  much  less  than  the 
appropriation,  in  the  other  the  payments  exceed  the  appropriation  of  the 
year  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  ($150,000,)  and  exceeds 
the  amount  paid  in  the  previous  year,  two  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand 
thirteen  dollars  and  thirteen  cents,  ($218,013  13.) 

There  was  also  appropriations  paid  during  the  present  year  for  deficit  in 
Soldiers’  Orphans’  department  of  $89,666  88. 

A  comparative  statement  of  what  has  been  done  by  our  State  for  educa¬ 
tional  and  charitable  purposes,  for  the  years  embraced  in  the  previous  table, 
might  be  of  interest  to  the  people  as  it  is  certainly  creditable  to  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  -

I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  what  has  been  urged  in 
previous  l’eports  from  this  Department,  viz :  The  large  indebtedness  of  the 
general  to  the  sinking  fund.  The  amount  of  this  debt  in  excess  of  the 
funds  in  the  Treasury  was  on  the  30th  of  November,  1869-,  $1,414,682  71  ; 
30th  of  April,  1870,  $1,711,609  87;  30th  of  November,  1870,  $1,711,586  58. 

The  addition  of  a  few  items  to  the  general  fund  by  the  act  of  April  14, 

1870,  has  resulted  in  keeping  the  sinking  fund  intact  for  the  seven  months 
ending  November  30,  1870,  but  as  the  receipts  are  larger  and  the  expenses 
lighter  in  the  general  fund  than  in  the  other  five  months  of  the  year,  I  do 
not  consider  it  possible,  with  present  appropriations,  to  keep  this  debt  from 
increasing.  And  even  should  these  revenues  prove  sufficient  for  the  de¬ 
mands  upon  it,  some  provision  should  be  made  to  liquidate  the  present  in¬ 
debtedness.  It  seems  to  me  there  can  be  no  constitutional  objection  to  such 
an  application  of  any  or  all  the  funds,  (as  they  are  collected,)  provided  the 
gist  of  the  constitutional  provision,  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  the 
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redemption  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000)  of  the 
principal  of  the  public  debt,  is  complied  with. 

The  people  in  passing  upon  this  constitutional  amendment  did  not,  I 
think,  desire  to  part  entirely  with  their  control  over  the  revenues  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  An  assurance  to  the  public  creditor  that  the  debt  should  be  paid 
and  a  liberal  provision  made  for  its  payment,  were  the  only  reasons  that  could 
have  induced  any  one  to  propose  or  the  people  to  adopt  it ;  these  being  as¬ 
sured,  no  valid  reason  can  be  given  why  this  diversion  should  not  be  made. 

The  policy  of  keeping  the  general  fund  at  the  lowest  possible  sum,  and 
by  that  means  forcing  an  economical  expenditure  of  the  public  moneys, 
agrees  entirely  with  my  views  of  public  policy ;  but  there  are  limits  that 
cannot  be  reached  and  responsibilities  that  should  not  be  thrown  by  one 
department  of  the  government  upon  another  without  more  substantial  rea¬ 
sons  than  has  yet  been  urged  on  this  subject.  I  hope  prompt  provision 
will  be  made  to  at  least  equalize  these  funds.  The  receipts  from  all  sources 
are  ample  ;  all  I  desire  is  a  proper  apportionment  of  them  to  needed  objects. 

After  the  reduction  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Commonwealth  by  the 
amount  of  over  seventeen  hundred  thousand  dollars,  there  is  still  a  large 
balance  in  the  Treasury,  which  I  was  desirous  of  using  for  a  further  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  debt,  but  under  the  law  of  last  session  limiting  the  price  at 
which  the  loan  of  the  Commonwealth  could  be  purchased,  it  was  impossible 
to  procure  any  additional  loan  during  the  year.  The  report  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  will  give  you  a  full  history  of  their  trans¬ 
actions  under  this  head,  and  make  such  recommendations  as  may  be  needed 
to  fully  carry  out  the  object  so  much  to  be  desired,  the  rapid  liquidation  of 
the  public  debt.

REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  act  of  Assembly,  approved  March 
16,  1832,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  November  30,  1871. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  finances  of  the  State  afford  an 
exhibit  so  satisfactory.  During  the  year  past  the  revenues  have  main¬ 
tained  the  annual  increase  which  has  been  developed  since  the  adoption  of 
the  present  system  of  taxation,  and  the  public  debt  has  been  proportion¬ 
ately  reduced.  It  is  believed  that  a  revenue,  from  the  ordinary  sources, 
larger  than  that  of  1871,  can  be  relied  upon  for  the  year  1872.  The  re¬ 
ceipts  of  the  past  year  are  $861,342  38  in  excess  of  the  receipts  for  the 
fiscal  3Tear  ending  November  30,  1870.  They  are  swollen,  however,  $708,- 
710  67  by  payments  by  the  National  Government  to  that  amount  upon  the 
claims  of  the  State  for  military  expenditures  during  the  rebellion.  Deduct¬ 
ing  this  sum  from  the  gross  excess,  there  remains  $152,631  71,  as  the  ac¬ 
tual  excess  of  the  receipts  from  ordinary  sources  for  the  last  year  over 
those  for  the  year  preceding. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  exceed  those  of  1870  by  $588,556  94,  this 
excess  being  principally  made  up  by  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  debt  re¬ 
deemed  during  the  year,  and  in  the  expenses  of  the  government.  The 
specific  items  of  revenue  and  expenditure,  with  their  increase  and  diminu¬ 
tion,  as  compared  with  the  years  1869  and  1870,  appear  in  tabular  state¬ 
ments  submitted  herewith.
